When you were here I mentionod the CIA* a refusal to permit publication of 
Dulles* Fon^ign delations Committee testimony for so many years and what it really 
reflects and means* So you can identify it I enclose a xerox of the cover and contents. 
You should be able to see it at the committee* a offices and fey may have a copy* I 
think you should read it oarefully on the Powers G-2 flight* With which, I*m sertaln, 
there is no Oswald connection* Powers* glnoat told me he*d not say what he fabricated 
and did say in the book about this* I think there is no doubt that the CIA and Dulles 
set out to kill the Paris summit and I do not recall the kind of reporting at that time 
that wo should have had, although iiy recollection may be faulty* A conspiracy buff 
nd^t oven say they decided to kill Powers because the capabilities of the U-2 qere 
public at least a year earlier and at least technically his mission was un act of war*
